secured through negotiations between Col, Suleimanov, head of Wisnut 
procurement, and directors Bashkirov end Kaplan of the SAG Headquarters 
in Berlin, These orders are registered in so-called "Lists of yeerly 
supply deliveries". 


2. Supplies and equipment which cannot be obtained through the SAG's are 
procured froin the western zones of Germeny in the following manners 


a, Col. Swleimanov takes a trip to Vienna on the average of once a month 
{his Jast trip was on 26-30 August 1949). In Vienna he contacts 
Johann Haselgruber, and the latter's associates, (fnu) Glasner, (fnu) 
yon Appelt, Hans Albin (from Cracow}, and (fnu) Kratzer (or bratze), 
fhe latter group is an unofficial business associaticn of Austrian 
"sapitalists", which buys in the West on its own account the supplies 
which Wismt needs and has them shipped to cover addresses in Berlin. 
An example of such a procurement channel is the firm of Rohde und 
Scetware of Munich, with 2 branch office ip Berlin at Berlin 30, 
Augsburcerstrasse 33. 


b. The supplies are forwarded by the Berlin offices of West~German firms 
in trucks belonging to the selling firm from the Vest Berlin freight 
yards to the ilisimit branch office in harlshorst. The latter office 
is always given advance notice of such deliveries, so that trucks be~ 
longing to the iismut can Grive from Chemitz, pick up the supplics 
directly from the Vest Gerlin firw's trueks, and return with them to 
ChemmitgeHartau orm Chemnite Hilbersdorf.
